Profiting from 
anti-Semitism 


LTHOUGH the Swedish govern- 
ment and bankers deny direct 
knowledge of Nazi aims or involve- 
ment with coınmercial transactions, 
the fact remains that many people in 
Sweden profitecl enorınously by 
supporting or providing material to 
the Nazis (Swedes sacked Jews to 
please Nazis, Novenber 2).

France trades blows with partners 


Now France, Britain and Ger 
many are locked in a new row over 
the European Central Bank, which 
will run the entire EU's monetary 
policies once the single currency is 
launched, Kohl had promised Blair 
that he would reserve a seat for 
Britain on the bank's board, to be 
taken up once Britain joined the 
euro. The French have objected. 

Then the French claimed that 
there had been a secret understand- 
ing that if the new central bank was 
located İn Germany, a Frenchman 
would be appointed to run it. The 
Germans say there was no such 
deal, and that they have long 
backed Wim Duisenberg, from the 
Netherlands, to chair the bank. But 
France, in an unprecedentedl joint 
statement from the (conservative) 
President Jacques Chirac and the 
(Socialis) prime minister, Lionel 
Jospin, lıas proposed its own central 
banker, Jean-Claude Trichet, for the 
lop job. 

This has infuriatecl the Dutch, 
disnayed the Germans, and pro- 
vokccl lhe Iafians to suggest Al- 
pointing one of Lheir bankers, or 
wen the reliable lıeacl of ihe Bun- 
desbank, Hans Tlctnıeyer, The iclea 
of a German central banker rurıninyg 
the EU central banık from Germany 
will not go down well in Paris, It has 
given comfort only to the Euroscep- 
tics, in Germany as well as in 
Britain's Conservative party, who 
say İt just goes to show what a 
shambles this European idea really 
is. Of course, had there been no 
fusa, the Torles would have sald it 
all went to show that the usual 
secret Franco-German stitclı-up was 
running Europe — aş an anti-British 
conspiracy. 

Perhaps one should look on the 
bright side. The vulnerabllity of Eu- 
rope to the French truckers shows 
just how well the siugle market is 
working, and how integrated trade 
and manufacturing is becoming. 
Moreover, Kinnock’s department in 
the Commission should now be able 
fo speed up the’ introduction of 
tamper-proof tachographs in truck 


cabs, and take other measures to re- 


solve the underlying problems of 
the industry, and avoid another 
truckers’ strike. And the problem of 


۰ who runs the bank will simply have 
. to be haggled over in.the usual way. 


Whoever runs it will in any case be 
bound’ by ‘strict rules of anti-infla- 
tlonary orthodoxy. 


The French truckers hal a 
strong case. They are overworked 
and underpaid, and the deal they 
thought they had won in their simi 
lar two-week sirike last year (which 
helped bring down the conservative 
governmen}) has not been hon 
aured. But their argument is with 
the French haulage companies, not 
Europe. So their strike exploded 
into a European financial and politi 
cal erisis when Britain, Spain and 
Germany demanded action to clear 
the roads, and the European Com” 
mission in Brussels threatened legal 
action against Paris to enforce the 
sirııgle nıarket's freedom to trade, 

Although the truckers had ak 
lowed sorne Spanish trucks to get 
through the Pyrenees and some 
German lorries fo cross the “Bridge 
of Europe" at Strasbourg, the clo- 
sur'e of the Channel at Calais held 
firm, provoking outrage in usually 
pro-luropean ireland, which 
clainıed that more than 1,000 Irish 
trucks were blockcd. 

Tegal action by tlie European 
Coımnıission againsl a member state 
is A rare and controversial measure, 
aud would require {he endorsement 
of all its 20 members, This would be 
most unlikcly. Last year, the EBuro- 
pean Union backed off from a simi 
lar strike, saying it was “an internal 
ınatter", 

This time again, despite the 
threats of the EU transport commis- 
sioner, Neil Kinnock, who was sum- 
ımoned by an angry European 
Parliament to explain what Europe 
could or should do, the Commission 
appeared to shrug its shoulders and 
hope for the best, It has no real pow- 
ers to enforce free transit in the 
single market. Except in particular 
cases, such as competition rules, it 
has very few powers to enforce any- 
thirig at ‘all, even when tt has the 
parliament's backing, 

The real power in the EU lies in 
the Council of Ministers, the body 
where the 15 national governments 
meet. Few and limited are the 
issues wherè majority voting in this 
Council can carry the day. Although 
France (in Charles de Gaulle's day) 
and Britain (under the governments 
of Margaret Thatcher and John 

Major) are notorious for their use of 
the rational veto, it was Kohl'who

‘This is because France is the hub 
af Europe's raad transport. Border- 

Ing six other countries, the French 
anforoutes are the crucial arteries of 
European trade, which is worth 
$1,200 billion a year. Every day of 
the truckers’ strike therefore jeop- 
ardised some $3 billion of trade. 

The strike also put at risk the 
livelihoods of drivers from other 
countrieg. So the most dramatic 
confrontation on French roads last 
week was not the French police try- 
ing to clear the lorry blockades but 
a kind of truckers’ civi] war.

The announcement is bound to

HE BISHOP of Oxford, the Rt 

Rev Richard Harries, plunged 
the Church of England into a new 
crisis over homosexuality when he 
called for the gay age of consent to 
he lowered from 18 to 16. He was 
the first bishop to do so publicly, 
though others are thought to sup 
port him privately. 

When Parliament last discussed 
the question in 1994, most of the 
bishops in the House of Lords, in- 
cluding Bishop Harries, voted for an 
age of consent of 21 or 18. He has 
now clıanged his mind. 

Citing evidence from the Euro- 
pean Court and the British Medical 
Associaon, he said it appeared that 
people's sexuallty was well formed 
by the age of 16. “Prosecuting peo- 
ple of 17 tor having sex is really 
very unproductive," he said. 

Gay Christian activists were en 
couraged. They argue that the 
Clıurch should be playing a leading 
role in pressing for an encl to the 
discrimination and nıargîinalisatiorı 
suffered by homosexuals, both in 
society and in the Church, which 
bars clergy from having same-sex 
relationships. 

But Bishop Harries seemed cer- 
tain to infuriale evangelical groups 
that are intensifying their caınpaign 
to block any further recognition for 
homosexuality witlıin the Church. 
They warn the issue will become 
even more divisive than that of 
women priests, wlicl remains a 
cause of bitterness in many dioceses. 

Alower age of consent is expected 
to be praposecl in the House of Com- 
mons as an amentlment to the Crime 
andl Disorder Bill to be introduced in 
the next few weeks, The Govern’ 
ment is to allow a free vote, and the 
proposal will probably be approved 
there. However, it may fare less well 
in the House of Lords, where sup- 
port from fhe bench of bishops coulct 
be ofcrucial importance.

of Albania, Kostas Simitis of Greece 
and Mesut Yilmaz of Turkey. All the 
leaders were accompanied by their 
foreign ministers, 

"The meeting was a success, be- 
cause they cane and talked. It was 
the first joint effort to examine the 
reglon's problems,” said Simitis, the 
architect of the summit, whose 
manner is very different from the 
nationalist siyle of his Socialist pre- 
decessor, Andreas Papandreou. 

Several leaders who had not been 
on speaking terms for years, or 
even decades, were able to ex- 
change views. It was the first time, 
for exanıple, that Milosevic had 
taken part in an international con- 
ference siuce the end of fighting in 
former Yugoslavia; lle first time 
Gllgorov had been to Greece since

contact address in the UK in order 
to receive the bonus given to other 
investors, liad I been informed that 
this was a requirement.” 

Both institutions strongly deny 
that they failed to warn members 
living in certain parts of the world 
that they would be excluded from 
the windfalls unless they re-regig- 
tered with a UK address, This infor- 
mation was, however, tucked away 
in the small print of the complex 
legal transfer document thal was 
sent to all members.

Halifax faces windfall onslaught 


“Throughout the conversion 
process I complied with all requesis 
from the Halifax, completing forms, 
voting for the conversion, ete.

“I can see how shıdents could be 
more tempted now," sail Melissa 
Morris, a junior, “This is quick arl 
affordable, and grades arc so inıpor- 
tant. But these papers are 4o bad. 
Anybacly with one ulghl to cram in a 
library can do better than this," 

Many of the term-paper caınpa- 
nies tell sluıclents to use their maler- 
ial only as a resource for thelr uw 
work. Bui college officials say those 
dlisclainters are a joke. 
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each and every individual. 
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essays that students alreacly have 
turned in for a class, then post them 
for anyone to read. 

Mast sites are not subtle. Theres 
the Evil House of Cheat, Genius 
Papers and School Sucks, One site 
even claims to have all of ils papers 
written by Harvard students. 

“It has definitely become a much 
bigger industry," said Kenny Sahr, a 
26-year-old iıı Houston who runs the 
School Sucks Web site, "So many 
shudents are desperate, and this 
allows them to do much more im- 
plllse buying." 

` Salır launched his business last 

ycar, He las collecled more than 
2,500 term papers from stutlenils 
and he posts thet fur others (o rel 
for free. He ınakes money by selling 
space on his sile to advertisers, 
includling other term-paper nuills. 

On the site, Sahr reminds siu- 
dents thal professors are also 
checking his inventory and sharing 
their detective work — via {he inler- 
nel — with college faculties around 
the country. But he seid many 
students pay no attenlion tn the 
warnings. 

Some of them have begged lı 
to take a paper offlint for a few 
days, it an alempt to (ool a susp 
cious professor. 

"It's pathetic,” he said. “Many of 
thse papers are garbage, actually. 
1f spell-checked them, we'd have a 
new president by {he time 1 
finishecl.”

From coast to coast, term Paper 
companies now operate arouul the 
clock, boast thousauds of easy-to- 
download papers, and often promise 
customers good grades, Some Con- 
panies are merely lone operators 
who buy and sell papers. Others pay 
a loose collection of students or

for clients. 

Rates for papers vary, and al 
times exceed $35 per page. On 
some Web sites, students can get 
access to a paper just by typing their 
credit card mıimbers onto a con 
puter screen. Other services charge 
subscription fees and allow students 
to browse through a computer 
library of reports, A few charge

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China’s Huge Dam Drowns Out Dissent 


populous Yangtze River valley, 
where a third of China's 1.2 billion 
people live, Whereas trackers on 
the river banks once strained on 
ropes to help boats up the river, the 
dam will enable oceangoing slips to 
travel 1,500 miles inland to the city 
of Chongqing, 

Citing floods that have killed tens 
of thousands of people in the 
Yangtze River valley three times 
this century, Guo Shuyang, an offi- 
cial of the Three Gorges Project, 
sald, “we will spend big money to 
solve big problems."

It will raise the water 
level by 577 feet, submerging hun- 
dreds of ancient archaeologlcal sites 
aııd much of the base of the granite 
ancl limestone cliffs that line the 
gorges And are among China's 
greatest tourist altractions.

1IDOWHOOD is compli 
cated in West Africa. For 
40 days you have io sit on 
a mat in your darkened bedroom, 
wrapped in blue cloth, receiving vis- 
itors, If you are a Muslim, you then 
move out on to the veranda until 
four months and JÛ days have 
passed. My late friend Douba was a 
relgiaus radical. He treated Christ 
ian priests and Islamic marabouts as 
colorisers. He preferred his anceg- 
tors as intermediaries between him 
and his creator, Ngala, whom others 
call Allah or Jesus. Douba sacrificed 
cocks in his village to please the an- 
cestors. Î don't think he can be too 
happy {wherever he is) to see his 
wife Hawa hanging around the 
house in widow's weeds for Islam, 

I know Douba would have pre- 
ferred to be buried in his Babo fam- 
ily house in the village, His brother 
was away when he died, and so waş 
I. So the neighbours did their best 
and called the imam. It pleased the 
widow. Of course there were plenty 
of grumbles of the “I never saw him 
in the mosque” variety, I am sure 
Douba hadn't been in a church or a 
mosque for 25 years. He trained to 
be a Catholic priest, recanted and 
became a “social Muslim”, finally 
rejecting both faiths as “religious 
imperialism”,
